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1, In para 2 of inference, mention is made of thfr""sm£dl number 

of . reports” contained in ODQPAL files, presented by G-2 asi.the sum total 
of the reports received by ODOPAL from Subject through Heinrich SCffiUTZ. 
The number is described as “about twelve” . 'While unsupported neniory can 
often deceive, this figure for the AIBERT reports via SZSbUHZ appears to 
be reasonable.

2, Para 2 Of reference also coiamsnts on thte fact that the reports 
pro vide d by G-2 were not the originals, but English translations of 
SCHMITZ'S accounts of ALBERT'S remarks. This should not be taken as 

an indication’ that ODOPaL is holding out. There ware never anv bitten 
.reports received directly from ALBERT through the SCiiHITZ channel, nor 
A to my iDiowled^} ttrou^ any other channel; All the ALBERT reports 
were sujpmitted by SCHMITZ, typed on SCiiTUTZ* own typewriter, and based 
(according to SCHIilTZ) on detailed notes he himself took on what ALBERT 
said, Vnen tte SCHIOTZ reports were "processed” for submission to QD- 
OPAL Headqu^ters, the ' processing was limited to making as direct and 
complete a translation as possible, with the addition of full name iden- 
tlficatiohs and the like. No substantive or substantial changes were 
made. Thus, the traiislations of the SCHIIITZ retiOHs >rould be extremely 
close to if not identical with the originals. The German language orir 
ginals wre kept in the operational filqs at the ODOPAL Regional Head- 
quarters in Frankfurt. It will be difficult to get possession of or 
access to them,-. since they also conta3,n i.bperational data which are on- - 
related to the^ AIlBE3^T complex.

- occasions in discussing this matter with various interested officers 
both at Headqu^ters and in the field) that SCii-ilTZ' . reporting on UP- 
SWEJG was indeed both casual' j^'as this paragraph in reference states) 
and marginal. In fact, aside from more or less parenthetical notes on 
one personality or anotlier, mostly concerning the "notorious Gestapo- 
SD clique" in the Stuttgart-Karlsriihe UPSWIi'iG complex, there was nothing 
of ar^ real pertinence to UPSWING until the Fall of 195h> when ALBERT 
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got his "acute ‘attack of indigestion" and began to cry on SCH^IETZ* 
shoulder ab.out the terrible conditions which reigned in the Organi- 
zation. I had a meeting with SCHlilTS at that time, in support of 
the thhn handling C/0, and discussed the whole question with him. 

The upshot was that SCHIUTZ should tell AJS1SB.T tliat anything he 
wanted to say would be passed on to SCffiUTZ' contacts for whatever 
might be done about it. I tol:’. SCHMITZ we would be interested in 
aror leads from ALBERT which might direct an investigation toward 
weak spo,t’>s or security threats in the Orgauiization. On this basis, 
then, SCHMTTZ submitteJ a series of .^reports based on meetings with 
AIBERT. The last of these would have ^en received about in June 
1955* This was about the time of the suicide*
